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ollecting antiques can be a 

passionate hobby that lasts a 

lifetime for some people, for 
others it’s a valuable investment, but for 
most it’s a combination of both, Upland 
downtown antique store-owners agree. 

There are at least four antiques stores 
within the four blocks that make up the 
downtown area — a fairly high 
concentration. 

The small-town atmosphere of 
Upland’s downtown is perfect for selling 
antiques, said Shirley Trough, co-owner 
of Carriage House Antiques, which 
specializes in fine jewelry and French 
furniture. She has sold antiques for 25 
years, most recently on Holt Boulevard in 
Ontario, and said her new neighborhood 
is a welcome change. 

“Up here it’s like aa little old- 
fashioned town,” she said. 

Trough and the owners of three other 
stores in the area — The Sideboard, 
Calico Reflections and Antique Alley — 
are far from unfriendly competitors. In 
fact, they all advertise together and often 
refer customers to one of the other 
stores when they don’t have a requested 
item. 

The stores get a lot of curious window- 
shoppers who know little about antiques, 
but often wind up purchasing a knick- 
knack or two. But they also get quite a 
number of customers who know exactly 
what they want. 

Collectors become experts in the 
category of items they collect and often 
know more than the store owners. 

“A lot of them know more than | do 
becaue they’ve collected it for years,” 
said Joyce Barksdale, owner of Calico 
Reflections, a tiny cubbyhole of a store 
which stocks mostly fine china and 
glassware. 

“Antiques is such a broad field, you 
can’t know everything. You can’t pretend 
to know everything,” said Lucy Ringle, 
owner of Antique Alley, which operates 
on the mall concept with 20 different 
people renting spaces in the store. 
Ringle and her staff sell items like 
furniture, books and knick-knacks for 
those who rent the space. 

The antique dealers agree that it’s not 
worth the effort to overprice an item 
because a true collector knows its worth. 

Collectors, they say, come in all 
shapes and sizes. 

“A lot of men like fine glass and know 
a lot about it,” Barksdale said. “People 
that you would never suspect collect 
anything (collect).” 

‘Even the poorest person gets a real 
thrill out of collection, even if they can 
only buy one (item) a year,” she said. 
“And then there are serious collectors 
who go all over the world just to find a 
piece to add to their collection.” 

The owners of The Sideboard, Marty 
Shaw and Linda Wilson, also travel to 
find items for their shop, which is a 
combination of new and antique 
“collectables.” 

Shaw said she picked up some items 
when she went to Boston for 


Thanksgiving and that she always finds 
things in Texas when she goes to visit 
relatives. ‘Primitive furniture” — plain 
furniture with sharp, severe lines and 
which is featured in the store — is easier 
to find in the Longhorn State, she said. In 
addition she and Wilson also find items 
in Europe whenever they go there. 

Trough finds her stock a little closer to 
home. 

“We look at shows, auctions, a lot of it 
comes through the front door,” she said. 


Unlike some of the store owners, she is 


willing to look at items brought in by 
customers for possible sale. 

She got one of her most valuable 
pieces — a table centerpiece of four 
cherubs lifting a bowl-like object made in 
Germany more than 200 years ago — 
from the police chief in Palm Springs, 
whom she described as ‘“‘the last guy in 
the world you would think would have 
anything like that.” 

“You'll never see it again,” she said of 
the rare piece. “It’s aclassic.” 

It’s selling price: $2,500. 

She has a 20th century replica, which 
to the untrained eye looks similar to the 
older antique, selling for $150. 

Dishes can be expensive, too. 
Barksdale sells depression-era glass, 
once handed out free at movie theaters 
and gas stations. It now garners the price 
of fine crystal. An antique hutch now 
displaying china in her store sells for 
$450. 

But the dealers all enthusiastically 
point out the value of the antiques. 

“Good quality antiques are better than 
putting money in the bank because 
they’ll go up 10 percent a year (in value) 
Barksdale said. 

“| think there’s a quality in antiques 
that there isn’t in new ones,” Ringle said. 
“You're paying less than what you would 
for top-quality new furniture, you’re 
paying less for better.” 

While Ringle tries to stock popular 
antique items — even the antique world 
has trends — Trough tends to choose 
what she likes. 

“If | don’t like it, | can’t sell it,” she 
said. ‘With the jewelry, | figure if | don't 
Sell it, | can wear it.” 

Barksdale has trouble resisting some 
of her store items. Like many antique 
sellers, she is a collector herself. 

“Some are hard to part with,” she said. 
But she doesn’t have enough room in her 
home for everything she would like to 
keep. “I don’t let it get out of hand,” she 
said. 

The Sideboard’s owners both collect 
furniture and stock their favorite styles !n 
their store. Shaw likes the primitive, early 
American pieces she picks up in Texas, 
while Wilson likes the more elaborte and 
formal French furniture from King Louis 
XV’s time. 

Shaw also collects military, Americana 
and patriotic items. 

What else does Wilson collect? 

“My husband would probably say 
anything that’s expensive,” Mrs. Wilson 
said, laughing.O

Peggy Thomas’ son and two 
stepchildren suffer from 
asthma. 

The Upland mother is all too 
aware of how the respiratory 
problem can disrupt a child’s 
and family’s life. 

Her son, Christopher, used 
to spend three times a week in 
the hospital emergency room 
with his violent asthma 
attacks. He wasn’t in the 
hospital at all the past year. 

Thomas said she’s acquired 
alot of knowledge about 
asthma and wanted to help 
others. 

So she set out a year ago to 
make things easier. 

She helped originate Parents 
With Asthmatic Chidren (PAC) 
and now after one year the 
group is heading out on its 
own. 

Thomas is its president. 
Other group officers are 
Dwight Russell, vice president; 
Donna Bailey, treasurer/ 
secretary; and Dr. James 
Munson, medical adviser. 

The support group has 
helped 300 families this year 
with the help of the American 
Lung Association and the 
Asthma/Allegy Foundation. 

But PAC is going to become 
its own operation. Thomas has 
applied for non-profit status 
with the United States Internal 
Revenue Service. 

“It’s not that PAC couldn’t 
work with the lung association 
or the asthma foundation. | 
think we can get more done on 


Rancho 


The past two years have been 
tough ones for the Bill Bryan 
family of Rancho Cucamonga. 

It was about this time of year 
in 1983 that the Bryans’ daughter 
Kari, then 4, said she was 
molested by the family’s 16-year- 
old paper boy. The incident took 
place as Kari slept in a bedroom 
at a neighbor’s house while her 
parents exchanged Christmas 
presents in the next room with 
the family, according to the girl. 

Several days later, the boy and 
another teen-ager who was later 
convicted of raping a 7-year-old, 
allegedly took Kari into his 
bedroom and molested her 
again. 

Following an investigation by 
Ontario police, charges were 


our own. We can acheive more 
when it’s a small group,” 
Thomas said. 

PAC’s goals are to educate 
the family of an asthmatic and 
to teach them about asthma 
medication. 

Keeping an asthmatic away 
from an environment filled with 
chemicals, preservatives and 
poor air quality is impossible in 
the West Valley or any other 
area, she said. 

“Every place is bad. 
Allergens are everywhere. The 
only place an asthmatic could 
go would be a purified room 
and that’s not realistic, she 
said. 

“We want to get asthma in 
the first stage, before a child 
has to be taken to the hospital. 
This past year, we’ve cut the 
times we’ve had to hospitalize 
PAC children by one fourth. We 
want to work on home 
management, home care and 
improved communication with 
your doctor.” 

PAC also arranges to have 
the proper equipment, such as 
a breathing meter, supplied to 
families who can’t afford it. 

“Many of the families PAC 
helps can’t afford the 
equipment or medication 
needed to care for their child. 
PAC helps them and the 
families help us when they 
can,” Thomas said. 

PAC charges an initial $35 
fee to join the organization. A 
$15 per year fee is charged 
thereafter. The fee includes 
membership into the American

More pass 
bar exam 
this year 


The Committee of Bar 
Examiners of the State Bar of 
California has announced the 
results of the July 1985 Bar 
Examination, showing an 
increase in the percentage of 
applicants passing the test. 

__ The pass rate for first-time 
‘applicants who attended law 
schools approved by the 
American Bar Association rose 
to 62.5 percent. Forty-three 
percent of first-time applicants 
from non-ABA approved schools 
passed. 

The three-day General Bar 
Exam, which is given twice a 
year in February and July, is 
regarded as one of the nation’s 
toughest bar exams. 

The Committee of Bar 
Examiners extensively reviews 
all applicants with regard to their 
moral character. The July 1985 
test was the fifth California Bar 
Exam to consist of three 
sections: a multiple-choice 
Multistate Bar Examination, six 
essay questions, and two 
performance tests designed to 
show applicants’ abilities to 
perform practical legal tasks 
such as drafting briefs, wills or 
contracts. 

Overall, 3,484 applicants 
passed the July 1985 Genera! 
Bar Examination out of a total of 
7,668 who took the test, 
resulting in a 45.4 percent pass 
rate, up from the July 1984 exani, 
when 41.8 percent of the 7,352 
applicants passed. 

The committee also 
announced that 43.3 percent of 
the 120 lawyers who took the 
General Attorneys’ Examination 
passed. This rate is up from the 
July 1984 exam when 32.2 
percent of the 143 lawyers who 
took the General Attorneys’ 
Examination passed. The 
attorneys’ exam, which consists 
of the essay and performance

Another important step was 
taken last week toward 
construction of the controversial 
Heritage and Red Hill 
Community parks in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

City Council members gave 
initial approval to the low bidder 
on the construction project last 
Thursday. Council members 
were pleasantly surprised to find 
the $5,839,584 bid from Shooter 
and Butts Inc., almost $1 million 
less than a city engineer 
estimated the project would 
cost. 

Ronald Paige, the private 
architectural engineer hired by 
the city, said he checked out 
Shooter’s bid when it fell so far 


below his own $6.4 million 
estimate of the projects cost. 

Paige said it appears there 
were no mistakes on the part of 
Shooter and a contract may be 
awarded. 


The four councilmen present 
voted unanimously to authorize 
Paige and City Manager Lauren 
Wasserman to draw up a 
contract with Shooter for final 
approval Jan. 2 by the council. 


The Mountain View

Grape festival will 
Stay at regional park

It appears that Rancho 
Cucamonga’s annual Grape 
Harvest Festival will be held in 
Cucamonga-Guasti Regional 
Park for another two years. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
has reached tentative agreement 
on extending a lease of the park 
through the next two years for 
the four-day festival in October, 
according to Bob Dutton, the 
chamber’s president-elect. 

Originally chamber officials 
had been concerned with 
complaints from Rancho 
Cucamonga residents about the 
city’s festival being held ina 
park that is officially across the 
border in Ontario. 

But Dutton, said today that the 
advantages of the large county 
park outweighed the few 
concerns thai the site is in 
Ontario. 

“Guasti’s got perfect facilities 
for what we need,” Dutton said 
this morning. 

He said chamber and county 
officials have met and worked 
out an agreement to use the park 
for two more years at acost of 
$5,000 per year for the October 
festival. 

Dutton had conducted a 
survey of local merchants and 
residents to determine how well- 
liked the county park site was 
for this year’s festival, which ran 
Oct. 10-13. 

The chamber originally had 
planned to enter a long-term 
contract with San Bernardino 
County for use of the 30-acre 
park but decided instead to try- 
out the park for one year at a 
cost of $5,000. 

Concern expressed by some 
people that Rancho 
Cucamonga’s major festival was 
moving to Ontario led chamber 
President Jim Hampton to write 
a special message in the 


chamber bulletin before the 
festival assuring people that the 
festival needed the large space 
the park provided but also 
stating that 1985 was only a trial 
year at the county park. 

Dutton said that the large 
space is necessary for the 
festival, which has grown to 
attract up to 50,000 visitors per 
year to hear music, sip wine and 
patronize booths set up by 
Rancho Cucamonga service 
clubs. 

He said the tentative 
agreement to use the Archibald 
Avenue park still must be put in 
writing and signed by the county 
and chamber. 


be built on 44.6 acres on the 
southwest corner of Base Line 
Road and Vineyard Avenue. 
Heritage Park will be 
constructed on 40 acres on the 
southwest corner of Hillside 
Road and Bery! Street. 

William Holley, the city’s 

director of community services, 

said construction on the two 
parks is scheduled to begin 
toward the end of January with 
Heritage Park set for a grand 
opening Oct. 18, 1986, and Red 
Hill to be completed shortly 
afterward. 

The two parks are 
controversial because they are 
being financed through a bond 
issue to be retired through 
annual assessments averaging 
$34.65 on single-family 
residences. 

The assessments on property 
within a three-mile radius of 
each park and within a nearby 
industrial complex have led to 
the formation of a citizens 
group, Cucamonga Citizens 
Coalition — Political Action 
Committee. 

CCC-PAC has launched a 
petition drive to qualify an 
initiative for the June ballot that 
would require a two-thirds vote 
of approval from residents 
before the existing assessment 
and all future assessments may 
be approved. 

Although the citizens group 
says it already has collected 
sufficient signatures to qualify 
the initiative, city officials said 
they do not think the ballot 
measure will affect Red Hill 
Community and Heritage parks. 

As a result of that confidence, 
backed by a court opinion, the 
city issued the bonds for the 
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rR.C. park construction

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Teen club 
will be an 
adult spot

A dance club for teen-agers in 
Upland will ‘“‘grow up” into an 
adult night club, following the 
Planning Commission’s approval 
of the change in plans recently. 

The commission approved 
Alta Loma resident Lance 
Powell’s application for a permit 
to convert the Seventh Street 
Dance Club, 1276 W. Seventh St., 
into an adult dance club witha 
beer license. 

The Seventh Street club’s co- 
owner, Joseph Sambolin, said he 
and partner Ron Stearns will sell 
the business now that the new 
plans have been approved. 

Sambolin’s request for an 
outdoor patio and live 
entertainment were refused by 
the City Council a month ago 
because of police reports 
connecting numerous arrests to 
the business. 

Although Police Chief Coy 
Estes said the business was 
operated well, he told the 
council that the teen-centered 
business drew a lot of drug and 
alcohol activity. 

Sambolin had requested 
expansion to accommodate 
some of the dozens of teen- 
agers he had to keep waiting 
outside in line some nights 
because of space limitations. 

“We sort of felt we were 
outgrowing the facility,” 
Sambolin said, adding that he 
and Stearns have accepted 
Powell’s offer because they have 
the opportunity to help operate a 
teen-age dance club in Pomona. 

The pair will become part- 
owners of Grand Central Station 
Harold Ruppert, the current 
owner. 

They will change the name of 
the facility, which has been 
operating about a year, to New 
Image, he said. The new building 
will accommodate a crowd of 
1,500 — much larger than the old 
building which had a capacity of 
266 customers. 

“It’s really an ideal location,” 
Sambolin said, explaining that 
the club is in an isolated area 
surrounded by vacant lots. 
“There’s really not anything 
there to complain (about).” 

The commission voted 3-2 for 
the new club at the Seventh 
Street location. Planning 
Director Bill Young said 
commissioners Roger Remlinger 
and Richard Williams voted 
against the proposal because 
they are against a dance club in 
that location, whether it serves 
teen-agers or not. 

Senior Planner Jeff Bloom 
said there was also some worry 
about the club being next toa 
proposed motel, which was also 
considered Thursday.

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ATV enthusiasts want own riding area

As Rancho Cucamonga 
prepares to take a ‘“‘get tough” 
policy toward people who ride 
all-terrain vehicles (ATVs) on 
private property, ATV 
enthusiasts are calling for the 
city to create a legal riding zone. 

But staggering insurance rates 
make it unlikely that such a free- 
riding area will ever be created, 
city officials say. 

The city is going to be issuing 
fewer warnings and more 
citations to people who commit 
the misdemeanor of riding ATVs 
on private property without the 
written consent of the property 
owners. 

Recent market surveys 
indicate ATV-riding is a popular 
hobby, occupying more than 
5,400 people in San Bernardino 
County. One Rancho 
Cucamonga motorcycle dealer 
reported sales of ATVs were up 
60 percent this year. 

Meanwhile, there is no legal 
place to ride the things, and 
otherwise law-abiding citizens 
are being turned into law- 
breakers, enthusiasts claim. 

“They’ve closed down all the 
open riding area, and are now 
trying to attack the operation of 
ATVs on private property,” said 
Jay Conaway owner and 
manager of Yamaha Cucamonga. 


City wants basketball

Rancho Cucamonga residents 
who locate their sports 
equipment in the public right-of- 
way may be asked to take it 
down.

year. 

Charlene Wheeler said they 
didn’t like having the basketball 
hoop next door because her 
husband works nights and the 
sounds of neighborhood 
children playing basketball 
disturbed him 

“It’s very hard to sleep ... we 
did not report him to the city,” 
she said. “Last year when we 
had the spa put in the city

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Caesarean birth alternative now used

Most women who have 
undergone a Caesarean section 
are told ‘“‘once a Caesarean 
always a Caesarean,” but that’s 
not true anymore: 

In the past couple years, a 
new alternative known as 
“VBAC” or Vaginal Birth After 
Caesarean has been performed 
at various university hospitals to 
help women avoid unnecessary 
C-sections. 

“Once a Caesarean not always 
a Caesarean now,” said Diana 
Peterson, who recently founded 
the Caesarean Prevention 
Movement (CPM) in the West 
Valley. 

Peterson said the support 
group hopes to educate and 
provide emotional support to 
women who have had a 
Caesarean, a VBAC, or who are 
first-time mothers. Some 40 
people have already expressed 
interest. 

Peterson said she started the 
group for women who need ‘“‘to 
hear a positive voice” and to 
help “people to share their 
experiences. 

“If [| had the knowledge | have 
now | would not have (had) a C- 
section birth,” said Peterson, 
who is six months pregnant with 
her second child and plans to 
have a VBAC in March. 

Of the 3.4 million births in the 
United States annually, some 20 
percent or 680,000 are C-section, 
said Dr. Michael Rosenthal, an 
Upland obstetrician/ 
gynecologist (OB-GYN) certified 
by the American College of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology. 

“That number is probably 
twice as high as it should be,”’ 
he said. 

He further noted between ‘‘80 
and 85 percent of all women 
who've had C-sections can 
deliver vaginally, even if they’ve 
had two or three or four 
(previous Caesareans),”’ 
Rosenthal said. 

Of the 30 VBACs Rosenthal 
performed in the past year, he 
said, six out of seven women 
had previously had two 
Caesareans. 

“It’s my strong belief ifa 
woman wants to deliver vaginally 
after C-section she has a right to 
have her slate wiped clean,” he 
said. 

Other area doctors feel 
differently. 

“! think VBAC is wonderful in 
a university hospital 
environment, but not a practical 

idea for the private practioner,” 
said Dr. Ricardo Nieva, a board 
certified OB-GYN in Upland. He 
said a small community hospital 
did not have emergency staffers 
and facilites as readily available 
as the larger hospital. 

Nieva said he recommends the 
guidelines followed by the 
American College of OB/GYNs, 
which recommends VBAC when 





a woman has had only one 
previous Caesarean. 

Stressing the risk involved, 
Nieva said he is not against 
VBAC, but queried ‘“‘why destroy 
muscles in the abdomen as well 
as the vagina, causing her to 
scar the vagina, too, and damage 
the pelvic muscle?” 

Quoting statistics, he said of 
every 100 patients informed of 
VBAC, 40 percent refuse to 
attempt it. Of the remaining 60 
percent who choose to undergo 
the VBAC, he said, half are 
successful and the balance need 
Caesareans. 

Expressing concern about the 
danger of a malpractice suit, he 
said “if something goes wrong 
one time, my premium will go up 
or they (insurance companies) 
can kick me out.” 

For years, the classic 
Caesarean birth was a vertical 
mid-line cut down the uterus, 
said Susan Guterbock, a nurse 
and birth assistant at the Family 
Birthing Center in Upland. 

Because of a scar running the 
length of the uterus, physicians 
felt a vaginal birth would 
increase the chances of the 
uterus rupturing, she said. But 
now, incisions are made in the 
lower uterus near the cervix. Pull 
and stress are greatly reduced, 
Guterbock said. 

Typically, an emergency, such 
as “fetal distress,” requires a C- 
section to be performed, she 
continued. Other common 
reasons include, “failure to 
progress” when the uterus has 
not dilated to the necessary 10 
centimeters, a repeat Caesarean 
(about 30 percent), 
“CPD’’(Cephallic Pelves 
Disproportion) when the baby’s 
head is too targe for the pelvis, 
or a breach birth. 

Medical complications may 
also require the operation if the 
woman has herpes, diabetes, 
toxemia of pregnancy, an 
abnormal condition of pregnancy 
characterized by high blood 
pressure, fluid retention and 
edema, and proteins in the urine, 
or previously had abdominal 
surgery, she said. 

Economically, Guterbock said, 
vaginal birth after Caesarean is 
more costly because of the 
constant monitoring necessary. 
In case of emergency, a surgical 
team and anesthesiologist must 
be readily available, although 
they may not be needed, she 
said. 

Given the added costs and 
classic assumption by doctors 
of ‘‘once a Caesarean always a 
Caesarean,’ Guterboch said, 
there is just ‘‘a handful of 
doctors who will bring it (VBAC) 
up.” 

She also said C-sections, 
which can be performed in less 
than an hour, help doctors avoid 
a potentially long waiting period 
while the woman is in labor. 

“There are many doctors who, 
for their own convenience, are

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Holiday hiring 
lowers jobless 


rate locally

Late hiring for the holiday 
season by stores and resorts 
took a big bite out of the local 
unemployment rate for 
November. 

Figures released by the state 
Employment Development 
Department Friday also showed 
yet another increase in the 
number of people employed in 
San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties. 

The November unemployment 
rate for the two counties was 6.9 
percent, said Ed Culp, EDD labor 
market analyst. That is below 
last November’s 7.6 percent, and 
is quite an improvement from 
October’s 8.2 percent. 

He said the decline came 
partially from seasonal hiring in 
sales, which began late this year, 
possibly because the Christmas 
shopping season began six days 
later than in 1984. 

An estimated 2,000 more 
people were employed in retail 
trade in November than in 
October, when approximately 
111,200 people had retail jobs. 

“And services also had a 
seasonal increase of a little over 
1,100 people,” Culp said. 

Other areas of employment 
showed continuing steady 
increases. Employment in 
manufacturing of durable goods 
was estimated at 45,200 in 
November, up from 42,400 in 
November 1984. 

“There are a few new plants 
opening in the area, ... mostly 
small, with less than 100 
employees,” Culp said. 

Non-durable goods 
manufacturing suffered a slight 
decline, however, with 1,200 
fewer employees than in 
November 1984. 

Construction employment, 
though estimated to be down by 
100 from October, was still 
dramatically up from November 
1984. There were an estimated 
39,000 construction workers in 
the two counties last month, 
compared to 34,300 a year 
before. 

The EDD estimated that the 
overall employment in non- 
agricultural jobs in the two 
counties was 513,000, Culp said. 
Last November the estimate was 
495,600, and 1984 employment 
peaked at 500,100 in December. 
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those two operations might not 
be the best to have next to each 
other,” he said.

“This office has thoroughly 
researched the matter and,

ne does not have to be a horse in order to belong 
to the Alta Loma Riding Club. In fact, one does 
not even have to have a horse to belong to the 
Alta Loma Riding Club. 

And, would you believe, one doesn’t even necessarily 
have to like horses to belong to the Alta Loma Riding 
Club. 

The only qualification for membership is a desire to 
socialize with one’s neighbors. 

“When | joined seven or eight years ago, | didn’t have 
a horse, but | had intentions to get one,” said club 
president Toni Levyssohn. 

Levyssohn said she thought horses were big, scary 
animals before she joined the club, but has since 
overcome her trepidation. 

Emerging from the tree-studded hills of Alta Loma last 
Friday afternoon, children, adults and teenagers on 
horseback kicked up a cloud of dust and cantered into 
the arena in Heritage Park on Bery! Ave. just below 
Hillside Rd. to have their pictures taken. 

The 18-year-old club, which existed before Rancho 
Cucamonga was a city, is host to such unhorse-like 
activities as wine-tastings and luaus, along with more 
traditional shows, contests, and outings that one would 
expect a bunch of folks with horses to be doing.

The club went underground until 1979, when members

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Source of 
fly trouble 
fingered

Animal droppings, garbage, 
and exposed food outdoors are 
the main felons in Rancho 
Cucamonga’s fly problem, a 
consultant says. 

Sporting a fly belt buckle and 
tie clip, Gene Zdunowski told fly 
jokes to the Rancho Cucamonga 
City Council Dec. 18 before 
making a presentation exploring 
the favorite habitats of flies in 
the city. 

“All segements of the 
community are going to have to 
contribute to the solving of the 
fly problem,” Zdunowski said. 

Zdunowski was hired in 
August to study the city’s fly 
problem in a campaign that 
emphasizes education over 
eradication. 

it is hoped that residents can 
learn what they can to do stamp 
out fly breeding grounds before 
the city is blanketed with flies in 
late spring and early summer. 

A similar program in Yucaipa 
netted an 80 percent reduction in 
that city’s fly problem over the 
course of three years. 

Zdunowski put together a 
slide show of flies’ favorite 
habitats, explaining that he dug 
through a lot of garbage to do it. 

‘It felt kind of funny to be 
digging around in garbage cans, 
but that’s what | do,” Zdunowski 
said. 

While poultry farms in the city 
were originally thought to be 
major culprits in the fly problem, 
Zdunowski’s report revealed that 
fly larva density at chicken farms 
is actually less than that found 
in the overall population. 

Previous studies showed 
residential and agricultural areas 
were generating an equal 
number of flies, but Zdunowski 
said his survey found residents 
shoulder as much as 85 percent 
of the blame, with only 15 
percent of the fly population 
arising from businesses. 

Zdunowski showed 
photographs of cartons of fresh 
meat scraps left exposed in 
open dumpsters, accumulated 
garbage spilled at the base of 
dumpsters, mounds of animal 
waste in horse corrals and dog 
kennels, and larval colonies in 
garbage compost piles. 

Over-ripened fruit and 
vegetables left to rot on the 
ground, piles of grass clippings, 
and unsealed garbage cans are 
some of the common residential 
offenses, he said. 

The common house fly is the 
most prevalent larva in the city, 
Zdunowski found. 

He recommended the use of a

When Mercy Ambulance’s 
neo-natal emergency transport 
truck pulled into the warehouse 
area of Chaffey College Dec. 12, 
it was not on a typical 
assignment. 

Instead of delivering a new- 
born baby, the three-ton 
emergency vehicle was 
delivering anew mainframe 
computer system to Chaffey 
College’s office automation 
program. 

Terry Russ, one of the 
company’s owners, described 
the Digital RKO7 computer 
system as a “full-blown,” multi- 
user system with six display 
terminals.” 

Mercy Ambulance used the 
system for billing and quality 
control functions. 

The computer is 6 years old. 

“This came at a very 
opportune time,” said Chaffey 
College interim superintendent 
Otto Roemmich. “It’s a real 
boost to get nice equipment 
such as this system. 


Robert Harris, vice president 
of student services, will make a 
recommendation on how the 
college should use the computer 
system. 

Terry Russ of Mercy 
Ambulance said the system was 
worth more than $100,000 when 
purchased in 1980. 

The company had been 
offered asum above the 
mainframe’s present market 
value, but decided to donate the 
system to Chaffey College 
instead. 

“Chaffey College has 
benefited us and the community 
for years by training emergency 
medical technicians,” Russ said. 
‘“‘Many of these people go on to 
professional careers as 
paramedics. So, we felt this was 
an opportunity for Mercy 
Ambulance to show our 
appreciation and support for the 
contribution Chaffey College has 
made in the past and, hopefully 
with the aid of this computer 
system, can surely make in the 
future.”

Redevelopment 
intended to ease 


traffic, parking

Redevelopment of the Ninth 
Street and Central Avenue area 
of Upland will ease traffic and 
parking problems, according toa 
study approved recently by the 
Upland City Council, acting as 
the Community Redevelopment 
Agency. 

The need for the study came 
up after the Nov. 4 council 
approval of a new restaurant for 
the east side of Central Avenue, 
just north of Ninth Street, Senior 
Planner Jeff Bloom said. 

A redevelopment project must 
contain “ blight” in order to be 
considered eligible for 
redevelopment funding. The 
blight in this 5.7 acre-area 
consists of problems with street 
alignment and traffic circulation, 
inadequate on-site parking 
spaces, odd shaped lots and 

land under-used because of the 
division of Ninth Street, 
according to a preliminary study. 

The Redevelopment Agency’s 
consultant firm, Gunn Russell 
Copenhaver & Co., Inc. of 
Claremont, was hired after the 
meeting to prepare the 
preliminary study. The action 
clears the way for the firm to 
thoroughly study the area. 

The Planning Commission had 
originally denied the new 
restaurant a permit because of 
substantial parking problems 
already in the area, generated by 
a restaurant called Sneakers, 
Bloom said. 

The preliminary study 
indicates that Ninth Street 
should be realigned into one 

road. It now splits apart at 
Central Avenue with a triangular 
island of land in the center. The 
plant shop located on that land 
would have to be relocated, 
according to the study. 
“The realignment of Ninth 
Street will enable them to have 
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more land to provide more 
parking,” Bloom said. 

Brice Russell, a partner in the 
consultant firm, said the 
intersection at the two streets 
would be changed from a “Y” 
intersection to a standard “‘T.” 

If the plant store were moved, 
the city would foot the bill, 
Russell said. 

The city would pay fora 
percentage of the construction 
and relocation costs through tax 
increment financing, Russell 
said. This method of financing is 
allowed when an area is declared 
a redevelopment project. 

The assessed value of the area 
is frozen for tax purposes before 
construction. After the building 
is completed, the increase in 
property tax that would 
otherwise have been generated 
by the improvement is taken by 
the city and used to pay back the 
project costs. 

“Because of the extremely 
small project area, there’s nota 
huge tax increment potential ... 
so it’s likely the city will have to 
find another source,” Russell 
said. “It possibly would use gas 
tax money for some of the street 
area, but that decision is not 
made yet.” 

In order to successfully 
redevelop the area, Russell said, 
the city also would have to 
annex the southern third of the 
area, which is in the county.

Fontana residents 


live with the wind

Fontana residents have had to 
jearn to live with the wind. 

“This is alight breeze 
compared to some days,” one 
man said Tuesday leaving the 
Fontana Post Office. As the man 
spoke, the American flag rippled 
and trash flew by. 

Nestled in the path of the 
Cajon Pass, Fontana has 
endured winds of up 80 and 90 
miles per hour and in order to 
live with it, special attention has 
been given by city and school 
officials to building and roofing 
standards. 

“The wind is something you 
have to keep in mind,” said 
Loren Rohde, the city’s building 
and safety director. 

“You expect a couple of really 
bad days a year. So you have to 
be prepared,”’ said Carl Coleman, 
director of public relations for 
the Fontana Unified School 
District. 

Because the winds usually 
come from the north, new 
businesses or homes are 
designed without large windows 
and doors on the north side, 
Rohde said. 

The city has learned a north- 
facing entrance can result ina 
door blown off its hinges ora 
living room filled with dust, he 
added. 

Roofing requirements also are 
stiffer in Fontana than other 
West Valley cities. Minimum 
standards in the state uniform 
building codes require roofs to 
withstand winds up to 70 miles 
per hour, Rohde said. 

“Our standards are for 80 
miles per hour for single-family 
homes,” he said. “‘Those are 
about the same as for Rialto and 
San Bernardino.”

Accommodations for the wind 
also have been made in other 
building requirements, said Larry 
Henderson, assistant director of 
current planning. 

In one recent case, a housing 
development was required to 
have a block wall along its north 
side. Because a park was upwind 
from the housing development, 
Henderson said, ‘“‘There was 
some concern that trash (from 
the park) would blow onto the 
project site.” 

Henderson added that the 
block wall also was required to 
help maintain privacy for the 
residents who will live in the 
housing development. 

The Fontana Unified School 
District also has learned to live 
with the wind and has equipped 
its schools with better roofs, 
Coleman said. 

“A few years ago, we had as 
many as five or six roofs blown 
off,’ Coleman said. 

Five years ago, the district 
revised its roof requirements to 
better protect school buildings, 
said Frank Grieci, director of 
maintenence and operations. 

Since then, Grieci said, ‘‘we 
have only lost one roof on one of 
our portables.” 

The revised requirements 
mandate that contractors use 
more nails when replacing or 
repairing roofs in the districts, 
Grieci said. In addition, thin 
metal frames are required 
around the edges of the roofs, 
he said. 

Roofs also are inspected 
during and after repairs are 
performed, Grieci added. “‘We 
want to make sure what is put up 
there stays up there,” he said. 

Coleman also said newer 
schools are designed with doors 
and windows facing east and 
west.
